The Guidance Department, 
under the direction of Robert 
Berger, is planning an expand¬ 
ed program to help both iNinth 
Year and 'Senior students in 
guidance and vocational prep¬ 
aration. For the Ninth Graders, 
Social Studies teachers will 
lead class discussions on the 
importance of building good 
records in classwork and con¬ 
duct. Ninth Grade assemblies 
ore planned in which attend¬ 
ance, health and shop coun¬ 
selors will speak.

Grady Printers 
Win Top Prizes 

First, second, and third 
prizes have been awarded to 
Gabriel Areizaga, Louis Faluo- 
tico, and Chris Perrin respec¬ 
tively, in the annual Industrial 
Arts Awards Contest for 1961, 
sponsored nationally by Ford 
Motors and the American In¬ 
dustrial Arts Association. The 
boys, students of Ben Smith, 
Grady's printing instructor, re¬ 
ceived cash, a gold pin, certifi¬ 
cate and ribbon. 

The Industrial Arts Awards 
is aimed at encouraging fine 
craftsmanship among junior 
and senior high school stu¬ 
dents. Annually, 1295 prizes 
worth $35,000 are offer^ for 
outstanding craftsmanship in 
architectural drawing, ceram¬ 
ics, electronics, radio, televi¬ 
sion, graphic arts or printing, 
jewelry, leather, machine shop 
and woodworking. 

In the four past national 
contests, among thousands of 
entries, Grady printers have 
won top awards. Winners 
hove included Anthony Da- 
lelio, Arthur Martino, Robert 
LoCamera, William Swan- 
wick, Thomas Grogan, John 
Callahan, Lewis E^eCandia, 
Joseph Esposito, John Reiser 
and Martin Reingold.

When Grady's doors open-' 
ed last SeptemlDer, the largest 
Freshman class in our history 
trooped in, a total of 715 boys. 
Of the total, 419 were admit¬ 
ted from junior high schools, 
174 came from public schools 
and 171 were admitted from 
parochial schools. Last year, 
667 students entered Grady. 

Believing that a class this 
size had an interesting story 
to tell. Features Editor Hector 
Sanchez and a crew of report¬ 
ers armed themselves with 
prepared questionnaires and 
combed each '65' official 
class for answers. Specifical¬ 
ly, they sought answers to the 
following questions: If there 
was such a person as an aver¬ 
age Grady Ninth Grader, how 
old would he be? How tall 
was he, and how heavy? 
What school did he come from 
and what were his favorite 
hobbies and TV programs? 
After using their slide rules 
with more than the usual en- 


' The average Grady fresh¬ 
man is 14.15 years of age; he 
is 5'3.6" tall and weighs 123.98 
pounds. Most of our freshmen 
came from Public Schools 9, 
27, 100, 163, 198 and 206. 
Among the parochial schools 
represented were Mary, 
Queen of Heaven, Holy Name, 
C3ur Lady of Perpetual Help, 
and St. Michaels. All of our 
freshmen, except four, live in 
Brooklyn. The four live in 
Queens. 

When it came to a prefer¬ 
ence for courses at Grady, 
technical electronics received 
first choice. Favored in be¬ 
tween were automotives, elec¬ 
trical installations, cabinet 
making, and machine shop. 

In sports, our freshmen fav¬ 
ored baseball, basketball and 
football, and in hobbies, mod¬ 
el cars led the rest, while coin 
and stamp collecting, and fish¬ 
ing fell far behind. The four

Mayor Robert Wagner nar¬ 
rowly defeated his Repioblican 
rival Attorney General Louis 
Lefkowitz in a poll of Grady 
students on November 1. A 
third candidate, Lawrence 
Gerosa, finished a poor third. 

The poll, conducted by the 
Social Studies Department, fol¬ 
lowed several debates at spe¬ 
cially arranged assemblies on 
October 25 and October 31, in 
vrhich the issues for and 
against the candidates were 
aired by student debaters. 

Voting on public issues has 
become a tradition at Grady, 
and something of a political 
barometer for local and na¬ 
tional campaigns. Election re¬ 
sults were accurately forecast 
in the previous local and na¬ 
tional campaigns. In the last 
presidential campaign poll at 
Grady, President Kennedy 
won in a "squeaker" over 
Richard Nixon; which result 
was repeated in the national 
election. 

Since its start, election polls 
preceded by assembly de¬ 
bates, have been under the 
supervision of N. Charles Emil, 
Chairman of the Academic 
Department of our school.

Among the many awards 
during the past year, Grady 
boys took claim to: 1st and 
2nd place in the city-wide

He Learn and Gladly Teach" 



It was a pleasure to inter¬ 
view Dr. Sam Goodman of our 
Social Studies Department, for, 
having completed thirty-six 
years of classroom teaching, 
he has many interesting stor¬ 
ies to tell. "Doc" Goodman 
went into teaching in 1925. He 
has seen more than three gen¬ 
erations of students come and 
go, and although he has re¬ 
mained a classroom teacher, 
along the way he obtained a 
Doctor of Laws degree and 
received his license to practice 
law, which he intends to do 
v/hen he retires from teaching. 
"Doc" Goodman is a trailer 
fan, and loves to travel around 
the country in a trailer. He is 
also an expert mandolin play¬ 
er, has a wife and two chil¬ 
dren and expects to become a 
grandfather soon. 

But most of all, when "Doc" 
talks of his many years of 
teaching his blue eyes light 
up like candles and his square 
jaw juts out a little. He has 
always ^taught in trade and 
vocational schools. But when 
he began to teach, there was 
no such thing as vocational 
schools, and teachers could 
only dream of textbooks and 
labs. He recalls when a teach¬ 
er was given $10' and told to 
start a photography shop! 
Those were the years when 
vocational schools were hous¬ 
ed in old, run-down buildings. 
Whatever was not good 
enough for any other purpose, 
was turned into a vocational 
school. "Conditions were very 
bad in those days, compared 
to what they are today," said 
'Doc.' "But vocational students 
of today are as good or better 
than those of fifteen years 
ago."

"Fewer Seniors have ap¬ 
plied for college entrance ex¬ 
aminations this year than 
last/' reports Dr. Mortimer L.

Radames Rios, our best 
backcourt man last year, dis¬ 
located his shoulder this sea¬ 
son and will be out of action 
for a few weeks.
